Third, whaa aaad after a rain It ae- 
ealerataa tha drylag oat of the road 
by spreadlag out puddles of water and 
thus incraaslag the surfaces exposed 
to evaporation. Fourth, If the surface 
material ia in a alightly plastic state 
dragging smears over and partially 
seals the so-called pores which nat- 
urally occur Id earthy material, and 
thus makes the rond surface more or 
less Impervious to water. The advan- 
taKc of Ihis smearing action of the 
drag will be more readily understood 
if a sample of ordinary earth Is ex- 
amined under a magnifying glass. Such 
an examination will abow that tbe
